CHAP. I. 
Of the name, cauſes, and origi- 


nal of the French Diſeaſe. 


HE French pox is certainly 
| a new diſeaſe, and not 
known 1n Europe till with- 

in this hundred years : For 

when Charles the eighc king of 
France beſeig'd Naples, which was 

© inthe year 1494, it firſt began to 
ſpread it ſelf, not only through his 
army, bur through all Icaly, being 
brought by the Spaniards from the 
American Iflands into theſe parts 

of the world, Ir hath been vari- 
ouſly named, ſome calling it the 
Spaniſh, ſome the Icalian, ſome the 
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(2) 
French diſeaſe. Others not willing 
to injure any nation, have ſtil'd ic 
the Venereal plague. 

Now what it is, whence it dedu- 
ceth it's original, and to wha: kind 
of diſeale it ought to be reterr'd, it 
is a grear cifficulty ro determine. 
Some will have it to be the effect 
of divine juſtice. Others ſay 1t pro- 
ceeds from a manifeſt diſtemper 


of the aire, that is, when it is very 


inoilt. But this ſtands not with rea- 
{»2, when we find that this Cileale 


15 contracted as well in times of 


drowth as well as moiſture. Nor 
caa the aire be the caule of it, ſee- 
ing that never any man was yet 1n- 
tected with the breath of the moſt 
diſtemper'd perſon. Some blame the 
copulation ot a leprous fouldier 
with a noble courteian in Spain to 
have been the original thereof for 
when other young Men Came anc ; 


Ti 
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made the ſame uſe of her, the 
Foulnels of the former mixture 
diſpers d this contagion to their 
bodies, anc they to others. 

The Cauſe of this diſeaſe as the 
Galeniſts affirm, 1s a certain venom 
which preys upon the blood, is 
hurtful co the liver, and works by 
ſecond qualities, heat and drowth. 
The Chymiſts not much diftering 
from them, define it ro be a vene- 
mous ferment, that like a ſtink ſei- 
zeth upon the ſolid and liquid parts 
of the body, But moſt commonly it 
aſſociates ir ſelf with the excre- 
ments, which are the matter of 
diſeaſes, that have not the power to 
reſiſt its virulences. 

This contagious diſeaſe is con- 
tracted many wayes, 2s by touch in 
, Coltlon, by reaſon that the active 
' force of the poyſon communicates 


* irs venome by means of that cor- 


nad 
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rupt matter, or thoſe ſtinking va- 
pours that proceed from the in- 
tected perſon. Now becauſe that 
cannot happen but by touch, it | 
follows that the ſigns of the diſeaſe 
muſt firſt appear in thoſe parts 
which firſt are lyable by that con- 
taction to receive the infection. 
And therefore we alwaies find the 
firſt ſymptoms in the privie parts. 
Sometime it 1s contracted by lying 
rcogether in the lame bed ,by reaſon 
chat the (weat and impure vapours 
that exhale from a defil'd body 
corrode and penctrate the $kin of 
him that is found, In the ſame 
manner the chaps are infedted by 
drinking together, the noſtrills by 
receiving the evil ſents of his body. 
As to the parties receiving, ſome 
whole $kins are ſofr and tender 
their veſſels larger , their ſpirit 
more ſubtile, and more inflam'd 

the! 
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(5) 
their blood more thin and hot » 
havea leſs force to reſiſt, and are 
conſequently more apt to receive 
this poylon. So we ſee the tendo- 
reſt parts of the ſame body ſooneſt 
infeted, as the privities, which are 
very tender, and ſtill heated and 
rarefy'd by copulation. The mouth 
alſo and jaws are in the ſame dan- 
ger, by reaſon of the ſoftneſs and 
rhinneſs of the ſubjet. Young men 
alſo are ſooner infeRed, then aged, 
and the weaker young men ſooner 
then thoſe who are of ſtronger con- 
ſtitutions, But women are leſs (ub- 
je to infeRtion then men, by rea- 
ſon of the coldnels of their temper, 
as alſo becauſe thoſe parts are 
waſh'd by their natural evacuations.

HE fignes and ſymptomes 
how you ſhall know thole 
that are infected with this griet, 
appear by the following effects, 
Now becaule the ſigns Goe proceed 
and are taken either from the na- 


ture of rhe effets or from the © 


caules of the ficknels and alſo from 
tome ſymptoms or cauſes thereot, 
and alſo becauſe this diſeale begin- 
neth in the liver, which cannot be 
louk'd into, let us not look tor any 
f1gns which may be common to 
other diſeaſes, but ler us ſeek for 
ſuch figns as can give certain teſti- 

nony and ſhew thereot , as being 
contained under the effects , and

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conſequently proceeding imme- 
diately trom the diſeaſe, Of theſe 
ſ12ns there be two ſorts, ſome are 
{ymptoms , as falling off of the 
hair,aches in the head and members 
and ſmall infection of the skin, But 
thole which I call d:ſcaſes proceed- 
ng from the diſeaſe, are thoſe (ore 
and vehement ulcers, tumors of 
che ſhins and other parts of the 
body with puſtules. Of theſe 
ſymptoms ſome happen at the be- 


_ 'ginning, ſome when the diſeaſe is 


grown more prevalent and vigo- 
rous. Thoſe of the firſt ſort are 
theſe that follow. When a man 1s 
firſt infected , He feels a certain 
wearineſs come upon all his mem- 
bers, without any outward occa- 
ſions, ſuch as walking or violent 
exerciſe. There will be allo a 
lampith heavineſs over the whole 
body, a dulnets, faintneſs and flow- 
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(S) 
neſs to move in all the members. 
The accaiton of this is the infection 
of the natural ſpirits, which are the 
immediate inſtrument that give 


livelynels to the whole body, which 


being infected it muſt of neceſſity 
follow, thatthe whole body ſhould 
be more weary and heavy then it 
was betore. There 1s moreover a 
certain pain or ache, which wand - 
;eth throughout all the body and 
che {everal parts thereof. Firſt the 
Head akech, then it leaveth the 
head and goeth into the ſhoulders, 
by 2nd by it leaverh one ſhoulder 
and goeth into another, out of the 
ſhoulders it flyes to the leggs, 
fometimes in one leg and fome- 
times in another. The caule of this 
5 a certain vapor which taketh it's 
courſe from the jiver, ' Tis true that 
the evil humour 1s not yet quite 
begotten, but by realon of the 

fervent 
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fervent heart of the liver, which is 
cauſed by the infe&tion, there is a 
certain ſmall vapour ingendred, 
which 1s the cauſe of theſe pains 
that wander up and down the body. 
Now after that the diſeaſe hath a 
little prevailed, the colour. of the 
face 1s quite altered 3 Thoſe that 
before were of . moſt lively and 
clear complextous, are in very ſhort 
while all diſcoloured. The lively 
ſpirit of the eyes, and the comely 
colours at the mouth and cheeks 
wilt be altogether of another Hew g 
and befides this there will be under 
the eyes of a wan colour d or blew- 
iſh circle, ſuch as appears in women 
that have Their ſtomachs will be 
much taken off from their mear, 
they will have pains in the night 
coming upon them" much about the 
time they goe to ſleep, will many 
times wake them out of their 

ſleep 
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ſleep. They are colder then ordi- 
nary and more over they have an 


icching pain in their ſhin-bones , | 


which abates no longer then while 
you are gently rubbing of the part, 
Beſides all this, they will be trou- 


bled with drowſinels or a diſpoſi- 


tion to ſleep, which ſhall be often 
interrupted. There is wont allo to 
be a notable heat in the palms of 


the hands and ſoles of the feet, 


though it be in the, winter time, 
Neither is ſadneſs of the mind to 
be left out,for though the patty in- 
feed thould be ot a pleaſanc and 
merry nature, yet will this diſeaſe 
caule him to be fad even to ſuch a 
height as to groan therewith, The 
infection now increaſing burneth 
the blood which caules a teaver, by 
reaſon of the heat which is about 
the diſtemper'd parts, By this ap- 
pears the putrity'd matter which 1s 
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a ſign to diſcover the malady ; for 
when you ſee this putrity'd matter 
yet in {mall quanticy about the 
yard, knowing no occaſion thereof 
to have gone before , you may 
lately pronounce it to be the 
French diſeaſe, For this matter 
cannot proceed but from two 
cauſes ; either becauſe of the cor- 
xuption of the womins Matrix, 
which may have eaten and gnawn 
the fine skin of the yard ; or elſe 
by reaton that the contagion being 
imparted unto the Liver by the 
natural ſpirits, che liver therefore 
expells thoſe intected ſpirits and 
{anious matter down again upon 
che privie parts. Beſides thele 
common ſigns there are others, of 
another nature,as bubo's, which a e 
ſmall rumors in rhe artholes or 
oroyn and privie parts , atterward 
a general itching over the whote 

body,

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CHAP. III. 
Of the cauſe of the coming forth 


of thoſe puſiules and other

HE chief cauſe why theſe 
puſtules break forth, are 

firſt, becauſe the infected matter is 
ſenc thither by the liver 3 Secondly 
becauſe the parts infected doe not 
digeſt and expel the excrements by 
way of tzanſpiration, and therefore 
ir remains there and grows into 
cruſts. But there are beſides thele 
puſtules other ſigns of the dilſeale, 


as the hanging down of the Uvula 
in 
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which cauſeth much moiſture ro 


| wereof happens a very great hoarſ- 
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in the further part of the mouth, 
come into the mouch, by reaſon 


neſs. Wheretore it you hear your 
patient ſpeak hoarſely, open his 
mouth and you ſhall perceive the 
Uvala full ot moiſture, which if the 
patient have no Catarrhe, is a con- 
firm'd fign of the diſeaſe, The 
cauſe of the moiſtneſs of the Uvula 
is the change an1 infeion of the 
naturall ſpirits, which being carried 
with the blood throughout every 
vein of the whole body, by reaſon 
of their infection loſe their 
ſtrength, ſo that their function 
grows weak and feeble in the ſto- 
mach, which canſes and engenders 
flegm , and unnatural humours in 
the braias ; which abundance 
of humours falling down upon 
the Uvula, are the cauſe of

it's being preſs'd -down: if the 
blood be ſharper, it conſumes the 
rootes of the hair which cauſeth 
them to fall off; it exulcerates ' 
the mouth, the palate , and the 
noſe. Now the cauſe of hoarſneſs 
of the voice is humidity and 
excrements which ſtop and let rhe 
wayes of the voice. There be 
other tumours denoting this dilcaſe 
as , ſuch are the cumours of the 
glandules in the turther part of the 
mouth, which when ere you lee be 
out of doubt that the intection of 
this diſeaſe is confirmed. For the in- | 
te&ion being now ſent to the head, 
is expelled by his emunctory places 
which are the glandules. There are 

in the laſt place certain other ru- 

mours called gummata or bumbata, 
by reaſon that the marter contained 
in them reſembleth the gum of 
trees,which happens either becauſe 
the

the partie is not well nouriſh'd , 
but heapes up abundance of undi- 
geſted excrements, or elſe becauſe 
the liver continually ieeds them 
with the infeted matter of the di- 
ſeale. Note here that if an aſthma 
happen upon this diſeale, it declares 
the party to be paſt cure and there- 


fore let never any man ſeek to pur 


ſuch a one'to pain by medecines or 
other means, tor they ſhall never 
heal ſuch a one. Theſe f1gns con- 
firming the certainty of the infe- 
ion, care mult be had that you 
know the time of the infection , 
for, itit be new and lately contra- 
Red, it requires a ſhorter and ealter 
cure; ifit be of a long ſtanding, ir 
requires a Jonger and more artificial 
cure, 
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CHaP. IV. 


Generall obſervations concern- 


ing the cure of the French 
diſeaſe. 


THis ſmall Treatiſe which we 
are now about to write doth 
contain all both the known and 
ſecret ways of curing the French 
diſeaſe which are at this day practi- 
ſed, either in London, Paris, Ve- 
nice, Rome or any other part of 
the world; yet all cheſe would be in 
vain without {ome general of what 
is to be done beiuie the curezin the 
cure, and after the cure, Before you

HE humours predominant 19 

the conſtitution of every 
perſon, are Phlegme, Blood, Cho- 
ler, or Melancholy; and according 
to the particular abundancy of 
either of theſe hamours , people

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216 (aid to be phlegmatick,(anguine, 
cholerick, or melancholick. 

It che patient be Phlegmartick, 
{ir{t prepare his body, and then 
purge him , let him be prepared 
with this following Apozeme.

Maidenhaire one 
handful, Penyroyal halt a handful,

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As for example : Pilula Maſti- 
chinzzcontaining Agarick, doe for- 
cibly-purge away groſs choler and 
flegme, which are made this.

They are to be taken in a 
morning taſting, keeping your felt 
warm by reaſon of the ſcammony 
which is in them, Thus with ſuch 
Receipts as theſe are,of which there 
are many more, when you find the 
mixt humours ſufficienly prepared, 
proceed to the particular cure of

Of the dyet uſed in the cure of 


this diſeaſe, 


T HE dyet of your patient muſt 
be always drying as to the 
quality, and very ſlender as to the 
quantity, The uſe of bisket is no 
way to be dilcommended , for it 
ſuffers the meat taken after it to 
moiſten ſo much as otherwile it 
would. His meat muſt be roſted, 
and of the very beſt, as Mutton, 
Chickens, Partriches, Rabbetts &c, 
only when he purges you may per- 
mit him to have his meat boyled, 
and when his ſtrength begins to 
come you may permit him to eate 
ſome bread and raifins ; His drink 
muſt be very ſmall, and indeed if he 


could keep himſelf ro the deco- 
tions 
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ions which belong to the cure of 


the diſtemper, it would doe much 
better.

In chooſing this wood you are to 
conſider the time of the year, for 
in a cold ſeaſon as in the winter 
you are to uſe the hotter, ſharper 
and bitterer ſort, which 1s ealily 
judg'd by the ſenſe, in the ſummer 
rhart which is leaſt ſharp or bitter 
either of an old or young tree. Now 
the marks whereby you fhall 
diſcern the beſt from the other are 
theſe, Firſt the old wood is very 
big and hath a groſs and thick 


; rind , which ſo cleaves to the wood 


that you can hardly ſeparate it with | 


a knite, foras often as you ſee the 
bark come eaſily from the wood 
it 
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ic thews that it hath bin moyſtened 
with ſalt water and iris of the worſt 
ſort; in the ſecond place, it you raſp 
2 litrle of this wood, and find no 
ſmel to come from 1t,you may con- 
clude that it is either very old or 
elſe corrupt. The -third ſign to 


; Chooſe this wood by, is, thar it in 


raſping it appeareth very oyly, ſo 
that you perceive the duſt thereof 
ro Yliſter. Fourthly, taſt of that 
duſt, and if it bite your tongue im- 
mediately, and afterwards yeildeth 
a bitterneſs, it 1s very good. Fittly, 
if there appear in the fubſtance ma- 
nifeſt pores and holes , and that 
the place where it is raſped appear 
not very {mooth and equa], tis not 
cood. Sixthly, you muſt choole it 
very ponderous and heavy, The 
laſt proot thereof , is ro boyle the 
ralpings , aad it the decoction be 
thick, very bitrer and ſharp, it is 

very 
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very good. The fignes of the good- 


neſs of the rind are theſe. If it be 


taken from a tree which 1s old or 
of a middle age; for that which 


cometh from {mal boughs is naught; | 


now that which cometh from an 
old tree ora tree of a middle age, 


hath great peices and Jarge cavi- | 


ties. Secondly, let the rind be very 
thick and hard. Thirdly , let the 
rind be ſomewhat bl:ck, ſprinkled 
with an aſh-colour , for this 15 the 
colour of the molt exceilent bark.

parts, I would uſe the decoction in

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the ſeventh chapter, but yet I 
would borrow the pill mentioned 
in the fourtench chapter , which 1 
would give him inſtead of that 
draught of the decoftion which he 
ſhould take every night when he 
goes to bed and befides that I 
would uſe unto him firſt the water 
for his puſtles ſet down in the eight 
chapter. It I had a patient of an in- 
different hot temper, who had ex- 
tream pains ſometimes in his head, 
but not very often, as perhaps once 
in fortnight or three weeks I would 
firſt Aux him according to the me- 
chod ſet down in the ninth Chapter 
and after his fluxing I would give 
him the decofions mentioned in 
the ſeventh chapter, for the ſpace 
of ten days. By which inſtances it is 
plain how little difficulty there is in 
contriving a fit remedy tor this di-

Of the Cure of the Gonorrhea 
called the Running of the 


Reines. 


T HE {imple Gonorrhea though 
the ſymptomes thereof be 
nothing neer ſo dangerous as are 
thoſe of the pox, yet if the patient 
either through negligence or baſh- 
ftulneſs doe negiect the timely cure, 
It will certainly 1n a ſhort time turn 
to the pox, and therefore the 
remedy thereof is ſuddainly to be 
ſought, We need not (ſet down the 
{ymptome of this diſeaſe , for it 
efily betrayes it ſelf, and therefore 
we (hall proceed to the cure. The 
method of the firſt way of curing 
this diſzaſe 15 a5 follows, 


Take 
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Take guaiacum four ounces , 
Senna two ounces annileeds and 
I:quorice ana one ounce, lignum ne- 
prneticum halt an ounce,boyl them 
over nightin three quarts of water 
until halt be waſted, then pur into 
it three dramms of Agarick , Let 
the ingredients continue in the 
liquor all night, in the morning 
ſtrein away the ingredients and 
mix with the ſtreined liquor four 
ounces of ſyrrup of Roſes ſolutive 
keep it ina cool place for your uſe. 

Let the patiear drink of this A- 
pozeie every morning five ounces 
taſting ſo long as ic laſts. The third 
day aiter he hath taken all his A- 
pozeme give him this following 
potion. 

Take planrain vyarer four ounces. 
Venice Turpeatine wath'd in red 
roſe water halt an ounce, and the 
yolk of anegg. Firſt incorporate 

the 
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the yolk of the egg with the tur- 
pentine in a little mortar then mix 


the plantain water by little and a 


little by degrees. 

The third day after he hath 
taken this Potion take theſe 
following pills. 

Take of Aloes Roſar, balt an 
ounce , Agarick trochiſcated two 
dramms Coloptony two ſcruples, 
Maftick halt a dram, ſaffron twenty 
grains ſyrrup of damask roſes as 
much as ſuffices make them into 
a mals according to art. 

Let him take two ſcruples of 
this maſs made into five pills every 
third morning for three weeks to- 
gether This is moſt convenient for 
choſe which are of a cold conſti- 
tution.

N the curing of the Gonorrhea 
chymically, green precipitate 
1s thus made. 

Take of mercurie three ounces, 
and diſlolve it jn two ounces of aqua 
fortis, of Venus one ounce and 
difſnlve itin two ounces of Aqua 
fortis, mix the two ſolutions toge- 
ther and diſtil them out of the ſand 
through a retort, toward the end 
of the diſtillativa urging the fire 


more Vehemently , whereby the 
greateſt 
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greateſt parts of the corroſive 
ſpirits may be taken away, pound 
that which remains behind in a 
mortar, and with vinegar digeſt it 
fix days in the aſhes, then boyl ir 
that the greateſt part of the mer- 
curie may be diflolved in the vi- 
negar, when it it impregnated with 
the vinegar take it and diſtil it with 
a ſoft fire till it be come very crie, 
and there will remain in the 
bottome a green precipitate , of 
this give four five ſix or ſeven 
grains according to the ſtrength of 
the patient, in conſerve of roles,

General obſervations concern- 
ing the Cure of the Gonor- 
rhea. 


Here is a much prudence and 
diſcretion required in the 
Phyſitian or Surgeon in the cure of 
the Gonorrhea, as in the cure of 
the French diſeaſe, in regard of the 
great danger there is in ſtopping of 
the Gonorrhea ſuddenly in ſome 
bodyes, and the (afety ;of curing it 
with all ſpeed in others; in thoſe 
bodyes that are extream foul, upon 
a Gonorrhea, nature takes her op- 
portunity to purge the whole body 

by the ſeminary veſle], 
Now when chis paſſage 1s ſud- 
deuly ſtopped except there be 
lome 
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ſome other way to carry away the 
matter, which doth continually 
flow to theſe parts, experience 
reaches us that there doe dange- 
rous {ymptomes ariſe from thence 
as intollerable pain in the back, 
ficknels in the ſtomack , vomiting 
ora deſire to vomit , inflammation 
iwelling and extream pain in the | 
ſtones, feavers, and fainting fitts, | 
and ſometimes death it ſelf, 

In ſome ſuch body's as thoſe are, 
whether you would cure them 
after the firſt or ſecond way ſer 
down in the twenty firſt and twen- 
ty ſecond Chapters, perhaps be- 
ſides what 1s mentioned jn the 
aforeſaid Chapters there will be 
occaſion to uſe the ſweating po- 
tion, mentioned 1n the twenty third 
Chapter: and on the contrary there 
are ſome bodyes that doe not re- 
quire ſo much circumſtance of 

medicine 
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medicine as 1s mentioned in the 
toreſaid Chapter , but may per- 
haps be cured onely by the potion 
in the twenty firſt Chapter, or 
the plaiſter and eleQuary in the 
twenty ſecond Chapter or elſe 
by the pills in the twenty third. 

This depends wholly upon the 
prudence honeſty and knowledge 
of the Surgeon, 

The like prudence and know- 
ledge 1s neceflary to diſtinguiſh 
a ſimple Gonorrhea, from a viru- 
lear Gonorrhea, as alſo in preſcri- 
bing a fic dyet according to the 
ſeveral Circumſtances of the pa- 
cient, as whether he be young, or 
in years, whither he have a full or 
a ſpare body, and laſtly whither he 
be of a hot, cold or indifferent 
temper.
